Bad driving conditions on S atur­ 
day were not held responsible by

Charles Laughton, the noted Eng­ 
lish actor visited the Franklin Insti­ 
tutes, at Philadelphia, last week, to 
inspect the Adam Ramage Press, on 
w’hich was printed soon after the 
dedication of the National Ceme­ 
tery, the im m ortal speech of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln. 
It is the Ramage Press which has 
been loaned by Times and 
News 
Publishing Company, as an exhibi- , 
tion in Ute Colonial Print Shop in the 
Museum of the Franklin Institute, 
Philadelphia. 
Mr. Laughton’s rendition of the 
Gettysburg Speech in “Ruggles o f; 
Red G ap” film. In which he starred, 
was one of the outstanding per­ 
formances th at has characterized 
his many successes. 
There are three versions of Lin­ 
coln’s immortal speech, the first one 
printed on this page being the one 
used by Laughton, 
when, 
in 
the 
character of a butler in "Ruggles of 
Red Qap," he recited the speech in 
a m anner that went far toward 
building Laughton's reputation, later 
followed by many successes. 
The 
second 
and 
third 
versions, 
re­ 
published today were printed, sev­ 
eral days after Lincoln delivered it, 
In The Adams Sentinel and in the 
Compiler. 
The version printed November 24, 
1863. in Tile Adams Sentinel, five 
days after the dedication 
of the 
cemetery on the 19th. is believed to 
have been given to Robert G. H ar­ 
per, editor of Tile Adams Sentinel, 
by 
Secretary 
of 
State 
William 
H. Seward, who was a guest in the 
Harper home in the Square, next 
door to Judge Wills’ residence, where 
Lincoln was a guest the nigtit be­ 
fore the dedication. 
President Lincoln 
spent 
several 
hours with Secretary Seward in the 
H arper home the night before the 
speech was delivered, and it is prob­ 
able the speech was discussed and 
th a t Mr. H arper received his version 
of 
the 
speech 
from 
Secretary 
Seward. 
Lincoln is said to have had but 
one copy of the speech. It is known 
th a t he did not distribute advance 
copies to the press 
as 
did 
Mr. 
Everett, who made the long address 
on the memorable occasion. 
Later, 
it is said, Lincoln himself W’rote 
out a copy in long hand for a pub­ 
lisher in Baltimore and this is the 
copy we all know as THE address 
Lincoln gave here. 
The version appearing in the Com­ 
piler. then owned and edited 
by 
Henry J. Stahle, was so far as is 
known a stenographic report of the 
.speech as delivered on the grounds 
then set apart for the National 
Cemetery.

HIS EXTRA SKILL 
War by Steam — While America is yet sleeping, 
France as well as England has awakened to the 
necessity of organizing a steam navy. Louis Philippe 
has sanctioned an ordinance appropriating nearly 
six million dollars for steam packets from Havre to 
New York; from Bordeaux and Marseilles to Havana; 
from St. Nazaire to Rio Janeiro. 
The arrangements 
comprise 14 ships of 450 horsepower each, and 4 of 220. 
All these steamships are to be men-of-war. 
Eng­ 
land, too, assigns her naval officers to the command 
of her mercantile steamers.

Tim 
book has been written by an Associated Press execu­ 
tive, Oliver Gramling, with the assistance of another 
Associated Press writer, William A. Kinney, now ol 
the W ashington Bureau. 
And the 32 wash drawings 
with which it is illustrated were done by Henry C 
Barrow of the AP Feature Service art staff. 
Mr. Gram ling has done a num ber of im portant 
things very wisely, the first of which has been to 
set tile story of tin* Associated Press into the mosaic 
of world history; there is enough dram atic interest 
in the difficult evolution of tile world’s largest co­ 
operative ne w eath erin g institution for a book, but 
since most of the events in Associated Press history 
came about as the result of national or world events, 
these m ust be included in the picture.

Number Drops 20,000 
Under August 
Level 


Harrisburg, Oct. 21 
(AP)—The 
number 
of 
Pennsylvanians 
de­ 
pendent either upon state assistance 
of W.P.A. for their existence hit a 
record low point in September, 42 
per cent below the all-time depres­ 
sion peak, the department of Public 
Assistance reported today. 
The average number of men, wo­ 
men and children aided last month 
fell to 1,167,000, a drop of 20,000 
from the August level and 868,000 
under the high point of 2,035,000 
recorded in May, 1933. 
Putting it another way, Howard 
L. Russell, secretary of Public As 
si.stance. noted that during Septem­ 
ber only about 12 out of every IOO 
Pennsylvanians needed state aid or 
W.P A 
employment, as compared 
with 21 out of every IOO in May, 
1933. 
In that month, some counties had 
as much as 47 per cent of their 
population on relief, Russell said; in 
25 counties, more than one out of 
four were on the aid lists. 
In September, 1940, no county in 
the state had as high as one-fourth 
of its population on public aid and 
50 of the state's 67 counties had less 
than 15 per cent of their populations 
in this category." 
The relief administrator found the 
difference ‘‘particularly striking in 
view of the fact that the earlier re­ 
lief figures do not include an un­ 
known number of local poor board 
relief recipients, whereas direct re­ 
lief cases of the type formerly cared 
for by local poor boards are now aid­ 
ed through state general assistance. 
Moreover the state relief program in 
1933 did not provide for certain 
classes of persons now cared for 
under the old-age assistance, aid to 
dependent children, and blind l e ­ 
sion programs." 
Evidence of a further decline in 
the state-aid lists was shown in 
Russell's report for last week, with 
the general assistance load 47 per 
cent below last year’s level. 
During the week, a net reduction 
of 9,364 persons left 416,477 persons 
on the rolls. 
“During the past 24 weeks employ­ 
ment in private industry’ has been 
a steadily favorable factor, absorb­ 
ing a net cumulative total of 9,921 
general assistance classes—including 
48,846 men. women and children.’-

The average home owner may not 
be qualified to undertake the paint­ 
ing of an entire house but many 
small paint jobs, such as touching 
up

woodwork, 
repainting 
radiators, or varnishing a floor, can 
be economically handled 
by the 
owner. 
Amateur Needs Guide 
Professional painters are familiar 
with the different types of paint, 
but the amateur should first learn 
the purpose for which each type of 
paint Is used and its general char- I 
acteristlcs. 
The different kinds of 
paint most commonly encountered 
are those known as house paint 
<outside paint) inside paint, var­ 
nish, spar varnish, enamel, shellac, 
lacquer, 
and 
various 
cold-water 
paints. Some are resistant to weath­ 
er, while others are not, and un­ 
satisfactory results will be obtained 
if paints are put to uses for which 
they were not intended. 
Several types dry with a gloss, 
while others are semi-gioss or flat. 
Some types are transparent, like 
liquid celluloid, while others are 
ipaque. 
Cold-water paints usually 
do not have the permanences of oil 
paints and often absorb dampness. 
Good Quality Essential 
It is common sense to use a good 
quality of paint and one that will 
give the longest possible resistance 
to wear and weather. Paint of good 
quality protects wood from rot and 
metal from corrosion. 
For convenience, and in order to 
get the color and shade that is 
wanted, the home owner usually 
buys paint ready mixed. 
This is 
regarded 
by most authorities as 
satisfactory, provided the paint Ls 
of good quality and made by a 
reputable manufacturer. For the in­ 
experienced amateur to mix paints 
himself will be taking chances with 
results.
